Sharpening  our  Vision, 
Determining  our  Pathways 

I  WRITE  THIS  ARTICLE  in  the 

midst  of  the  presidential  debate 
season,  as  the  American  people 
are  transfixed  on  dueling  visions 
for  the  American  future.  What  is  it 
about  these  public  exchanges  that 
captivate  our  attention?  Aside  from 
the  theatrics,  a  good  debate  ideally 
enables  the  listener  to  cultivate  his  or  her  own  opinions  on 
matters  of  common  concern.  Despite  their  contentiousness, 
these  passionate  conversations  offer  a  much-needed 
opportunity  to  sharpen  a  shared  vision  and  clarify  the 
pathways  forward. 

It  is  with  this  thought  that  I  share  the  exciting  format  of 
this  year’s  lecture  series.  As  I  discussed  over  the  holidays, 
thanks  to  the  generosity  of  an  anonymous  congregational 
family,  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  will  host  a  lecture  series  on 
“The  Shifting  Landscape  of  American  Jewry.”  Once  again 
we  will  bring  global  Jewish  conversations  into  our  midst  by 
way  of  the  very  top  thinkers  in  the  field. 

This  year  the  format  of  the  evenings  will  shift  to  a 
conversational  style.  Beyond  their  own  remarks,  our  speakers 
will  be  extended  the  opportunity  for  a  public  exchange  of 
viewpoints.  It  should  not  surprise  us  that  the  Jewish  world 
is  filled  with  competing  visions  for  the  prescriptive  steps 
forward.  What  better  way  for  our  community  to  chart  our  own 
path,  than  to  hear  from  authorities  in  the  field? 

On  our  first  evening  of  dialogue,  on  November  13,  we  will 
host  Jack  Wertheimer  of  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  and 
Ari  Y.  Kelman  of  Stanford  University.  Professor  Wertheimer 
has  written  prolifically  on  the  Jewish  past  and  future,  heading 
up  some  of  the  most  well-read  studies  of  contemporary 
Jewish  institutional  life.  Professor  Kelman  is  perhaps  the  pre¬ 
eminent  observer  of  the  next  generation.  A  close  watcher  of 
trends  and  affiliation  patterns,  Professor  Kelman  is  uniquely 
positioned  to  comment  on  what  actually  “works”  in  the  new 
generation  of  Jewish  life  and  living.  Aside  from  being  top 
scholars,  Ari  and  Jack  are  wholly  invested  in  the  Jewish 
future.  The  evening  will  be  engaging,  lively  and  provocative. 
Most  of  all,  it  will  force  us  to  look  seriously  at  our  own 
community  agenda. 

The  series  will  continue  on  December  11,  when  the 
four  Conservative  rabbis  of  the  East  Side  will  share  diverse 
visions  of  congregational  life  as  well  as  of  the  Conservative 
movement.

Aizeh  Hu  Gibor  —  Who  is  a  hero? 


AS  WE  DO 
EACH 
YEAR 

ON  VETERAN'S 
DAY,  we  take 
time  this  month 
to  remember 
and  express 
appreciation  to  all  of  the  brave  men  and 
women  who  have  served  in  the  armed 
forces  of  the  United  States  of  America. 
Jews  have  played  an  active  and  key  role 
in  the  military  of  the  U.S.  since  they 
first  arrived  in  New  Amsterdam  in  1654, 
rising  to  the  highest  ranks  and  serving 
with  valor  and  distinction  in  defense  of 
this  great  country.  I  have  no  doubt  that 
we  recognize  and  appreciate  the  courage, 
heroism,  and  valiance  of  all  members  of 
the  Armed  Forces,  both  past  and  present. 
On  this  Veterans  Day,  I  want  to  look 
beyond  awards  and  decorations  and  take 
pause  to  think  about  aizeh  hu  gibor  - 
who  is  a  hero? 

In  English,  we  use  the  word  “hero” 
for  people  who  have  risked  their  lives 
for  the  greater  good  of  humanity  or  even 


to  rescue  a  single  person.  The  Rabbis' 
definition  of  a  hero  was  “One  who 
conquers  his  evil  inclination.”  (Pirkei 
Avot  4:1)  Great  internal  strength,  or  self- 
control,  rather  than  dramatic  risk-taking 
is  the  rabbis’  mark  of  true  heroism.  I 
believe  heroes  are  individuals  who  seek 
to  do  good  in  this  world,  regardless  of 
scale.  Heroes  are  people  who  commit 
themselves  to  aiding  society's  most 
vulnerable  members  in  ways  that  create 
systemic  and  sustainable  impact. 

You  may  know  the  story  of  a  young 
man  who,  while  walking  on  a  deserted 
beach,  came  upon  an  elderly  man  who 
was  picking  up  starfish  from  the  sand 
one  at  a  time  and  throwing  them  into  the 
water.  Puzzled,  the  young  man  asked  the 
older  one  what  he  was  doing.  The  elder 
man  responded,  “I’m  throwing  these 
starfish  back  into  the  ocean.  All  of  these 
starfish  have  been  washed  up  onto  the 
shore.  If  I  don’t  throw  them  back  into  the 
sea,  they  will  die  from  lack  of  oxygen.” 
The  young  man  paused  for  a  moment  and 
said,  “But  there  must  be  thousands  of 
starfish  on  this  beach.  You  can’t  possibly 


get  to  all  of  them.  You  can’t  possibly 
make  a  difference.”  The  old  man  smiled, 
bent  down,  picked  up  yet  another  starfish, 
and  as  he  threw  it  back  into  the  sea,  he 
replied,  “Made  a  difference  to  that  one!” 

This  year  on  Veteran’s  Day,  the  11th 
of  November,  our  nation  will  recognize 
our  heroes.  The  greatest  honor  we  can 
give  our  heroes  is  to  emulate  them, 
committing  our  own  lives  to  help  others. 
As  Benjamin  Disraeli  enjoined,  “To 
believe  in  the  heroic  makes  heroes.” 

You  can  be  a  hero  at  year’s  Vicki  K. 
Wimpfheimer  Mitzvah  Day  (see  p.  3). 
The  world  is  in  need  of  heroes.  May  we 
each  resolve  to  realize  our  potential  to  be 
an  “unsung  hero,”  someone  who  picks  up 
a  single  starfish  and  makes  a  difference.
